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the supplementary report which the committee might make, a system of 
co-operative activity might develop from within by the process of evolu- 
tion. A number of matters of great importance are now under consider- 
ation with reference to this work, announcement concerning which will 
be made in due course of time. Meantime, if your Purchasing Agent has 
not yet sent in the material the Committee has asked for please remind 
him of the importance of doing so at once.
